Claims 4, 5 and 8 are indefinite for depending from claim 20. 
Correction is required to comply with U.S. Patent practice. 



B.) The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1

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Claims 1-30 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,228,605. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the reactants in the instant materials, compositions 
and products claimed in the present invention were previously described in the 
inventions claimed in U.S. Patent No. 6,228,605 for performing the same functions. The 
inventions differ in that the instant invention set forth particle sizes and optionally 
describes the use of a bactericide reactant in the instant materials, compositions and 
products claimed. However, it is noted that the inventions claimed in U.S. Patent No. 
6,228,605 recites the reactants claimed in the instant invention for use in methods that 
perform the same functions. The inventions of U.S. Patent No.6,228,605 are deemed to 
sufficiently encompass all particle sizes and the optional reactants as claimed in the 
instant invention. Thus, there is substantial overlap of the subject matter claimed in 
both inventions.
